The drawings have been objected to for various reasons. These objections have been 
addressed in the following manner: 

Paragraph 2, a through f: The following drawings have been amended to use consistent 
reference numbers: FIGs 2, 3, 4, 5 and 6. 
Paragraph 3: Reference number 602 added to FIG. 6. 

Paragraph 4: The reference numbers 202, 306, 502 and 506 have been removed from the 
figures (see amendments made in reference to addressing the objections pertaining to paragraph 
2, a through f). 

Therefore, with the entry of these amendments, it is respectfully submitted that the 
objection be withdrawn and that the drawings be approved.

REMARKS 

Claims 1-52 are pending. Claims 1-52 have been rejected. Claims 1, 14, 27 and 40 have 
been amended. 

35 U.S.C. § 102 

Claims 1-3, 5-7, 14-16, 18-20, 27-29, 31-33, 40-42 and 44-46 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. § 102 (e) as being allegedly anticipated by Hung (Pub No. US 2002/0087584). 
Applicants respectfully traverse the rejection. 

It is respectfully submitted that the present claim amendment renders the present rejection 

moot. 

Claim 1 of the Applicants' claimed invention has been amended to recite, inter alia " 
wherein if more than one portion of a same document is identified, the same document can be 
transferred into more than one folder associated with particular identified portions of the 
document and if no relevant folder exists to accept the identified portion of the document, a new 
folder will be created." 

Hung discloses a method and system for managing messages. A machine may present the 
message to a user and allow a user to select one or more values from the message, to be used as a 
filter for a folder. 

An examination of the claims of Hung indicates that messages are stored in a folder (not 
a plurality of folders). For example, claim 1 of Hung states "(ii) creating a folder ", claim 2 states 
"after creating a folder ." The remaining claims of Hung are also directed towards a singular 
folder. 

Hung fails to teach or suggest at least the feature of allowing a user to select one or more 
values from the message and transferring it into more than one folder. 
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Therefore, for at least these reasons, it is respectfully submitted that the rejection be 

withdrawn and that claim 1 be allowed. 

Claims 14, 27 and 40 are independent claims that recite related subject matter to claim 1 
and should be allowed for at least the same reasons presented above regarding claim 1 as well as 
the additionally recited features found in these claims. 

Claims 2-3, 5-7, 15-16, 18-20, 28-29, 31-33, 41-42, 44-46 are dependent claims that 
depend upon their respective independent claims and should be allowed for at least the same 
reasons presented above regarding the independent claims as well as the additionally recited 
features found in these claims. 

35 U.S.C.§103 

Claims 4, 17, 30 and 43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 (a) as being allegedly 
unpatentable over Hung and Clark et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,725,228). Applicants respectfully 
traverse the rejection. 

It is respectfully submitted that the present claim amendment renders the present rejection 

moot. 

Claims 4, 17, 30 and 43 are dependent claims that depend upon respective independent 
claims 1, 14, 27 and 40 and should be allowed be allowed for at least the same reasons presented 
above emphasizing the deficiencies of the primary reference Hung. 

It is respectfully submitted that the secondary reference, Clark et al. fails to cure the 
deficiencies of the primary reference Hung noted above. Also, it appears that neither Clark et al. 
nor Hung teaches that "if no relevant folder exists to accept the identified portion of the 
document, a new folder will be created." 

Therefore, for at least these reasons, it is respectfully submitted that the rejection be 

withdrawn and that claims 4, 17, 30 and 43 be allowed.

Claims 8-9, 21-22, 34-35, and 47-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 

allegedly unpatentable over Hung and Internet Explorer 5 as taught by Freeze (1999). 

It is respectfully submitted that the present claim amendment renders the present rejection 

moot. 

Claims 8-9, 21-22, 34-35, and 47-48 are dependent claims that depend upon respective 
independent claims 1, 14, 27 and 40 and should be allowed be allowed for at least the same 
reasons presented above emphasizing the deficiencies of the applied references. 

It is respectfully submitted that the applied secondary and tertiary references fail to cure 
the deficiencies of the primary reference Hung noted above. Therefore, for at least these reasons, 
it is respectfully submitted that the rejection be withdrawn and that claims 8-9, 21-22, 34-35, and 
47-48 be allowed. 

Claims 10-13, 23-26, 36-39 and 49-52 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
allegedly unpatentable over Hung, Clark et al. and Internet Explorer 5, as taught by Freeze 
(1999). Applicants respectfully traverse the rejection. 

It is respectfully submitted that the present claim amendment renders the present rejection 

moot. 

Claims 10-13, 23-26, 36-39 and 49-52 are dependent claims that depend upon respective 
independent claims 1, 14, 27 and 40 and should be allowed be allowed for at least the same 
reasons presented above emphasizing the deficiencies of the primary reference Hung. 

It is respectfully submitted that the secondary and tertiary references fail to cure the 
deficiencies of the primary reference Hung noted above. Therefore, for at least these reasons, it 
is respectfully submitted that the rejection be withdrawn and that claims 10-13, 23-26, 36-39 and 
49-52 be allowed.
